1. Claims 16-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art is 
Balakrishna et al (US 6,056,820) and Uchida et al (EP 0962963). Balakrishna et al teaches a 
method of forming a silicon carbide boule using physical vapor deposition. Uchida et al teaches a 
method of producing a 4H silicon carbide on a 6H silicon carbide using a masked graphite plate. 
Balakrishna et al and Uchida et al does not teach or suggest producing a silicon carbide boule 
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having a substantially single polytype by forcing nucleation sites on a surface of a silicon carbide 
seed crystal having the substantially single polytype on a predefined pattern.
